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BOYS  ENROLLED  IN  HIGH  SCHOOLS,  1915. 
(Including  only  high  schools  with  50  or  more  boys.) 

There  has  recently  been  much  discussion  in  this  country  as  to  the 
possibility  or  desirability  of  military  training  in  the  public  and  private 
high  schools  of  the  country.  In  any  practical  thinking  on  this  sub- 
ject the  figures  contained  in  the  following  three  tables  will  be  service- 
able. Table  1  gives  for  each  State,  for  each  section,  and  for  the 
United  States  schools  having  100  or  more  boys  enrolled.  Table  2 
gives  for  each  State,  for  each  section,  and  for  the  United  States 
schools  having  an  enrollment  of  from  50  to  100  boys.  Table  3  gives 
for  each  State,  for  each  section,  and  for  the  United  States  schools 
having  50  or  more  boys  enrolled.  This  table  combines  the  figures  of 
Tables  1  and  2.  These  figures  are  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1915. 
Since  then  there  has  been  a  small  increase  in  the  total  number  of 
schools  of  each  character  and  in  the  total  enrollment.
